Included in Govemor Palln's letter is her support for MMS to work closely with residents and local 
govemments within the leasing regions, oil and gas companles, and other stakeholders to minimlze 
conflicts, especfally with subsistence activfties, fishing activities, and ftsh and wildllfe resources.
